These are characteristic expressions. One 
man out of four who is asked the question:

Piatt 18 all-powerful in the State convention, 
but he has no such sure control of the three- 
score district delegates. Some good judges 
say that not more than forty or forty-five of 
the delegates will be for Blaine. With many 
of them more depended upon the temper ot 
the party at large than upon the wishes of 
the New York leaders.

They be- 
heve it to be the smallest baby in the world. 
and they watch it with the most jealous 
care. 
“We have to,” explained Mr. Edson, “or 
some of the children in the neighborhood 
would steal it for a doll. One of them tried 
to do it yesterday, but Mrs. Edson caught 
her before she got to the door.” 

The baby is perfectly proportioned and 
apparently healthy and strong. Its body is 
only about a foot long and its little fingers 
not more than aninch. It crows as lustily as 
any baby, and doubles up its little fists and 
strikes out like a miniature prize-fighter. It 
is tiny and pretty, and consequently about as 


cunning as can be imagined. Moreover, it 1s 


fully as good-natured as the average baby, 
laughing rather than crying most of the time. 

The ſaverage weight of babies at birth is, 
according to the best medical testimony, a 
shade under seven pounds, though the popu- 
lar idea places nine pounds as the almost uni- 
form weight. There are numerous instances 
of babies weighing ten or eleven pounds at 
birth, and almost .as many in which the 
scales were turned at from four and a half to 
five and a half pounds. One practitioner, 
who has grown white in the service ana has 
for nearly tnirty years been connected with 
one of the most popular medical colleges in 
the country, related yesterday afternoon the 
case of a perfectly formed infant which 
weighed at birth a trifle over fifteen ounces. 
It was handled with all the care, attention, 
and gentleness that could be given to the 
most fragile piece of glassware or pottery. 
The little stranger was packed in cotton, and 
everything possible was done to increase its 
feeble and almost infinitesimal stock of vital 
ity, but all was in vain. Its little heart had 


not the power to send the current of life to 


its extremities, and after an existence of 
nearly six days it died practically of inani- 
tion. Another prominent accoucheur, who 
enjoyed an extensive practice in Boston 
previous to coming to this city, mentioned a 
case which was attended to by his pre- 
ceptor. The babe was a girl, ana 
at birth weighed exactly twenty-tour 
ounces. During the first year of her 
life she thrived slightly, and it was only 
dy means of the most careful nurture that 
she pulled through the pangs of teething and 
other ailments incident to childhood. She is 
alive today, and is a small and fragile but 
perfectly healthy woman. Other medical 
men, being interviewed, spoke of babies of 
from three anda half to four and a half 
pounds at whose entrance into this woria of 


care they had assisted, but they had not seen

Lading—No Trust Contemplated. 

The informal session of exporting millers 
came to a close yesterday, guad an adjourn- 
ment was made until June 12, on which date 
a National convention will b¢ held at Buffalo. 
Twenty of the leading of the United 
States participated in the conference. The 
work transacted was preimimary to 
that of the Buffalo convention. This conven- 
tion will attempt to rectify certain abuses in 
the export trade. The fs complain that

‘These panies take 
their time about delivering the flour, and in 
many cases a delay of fully three months has 
occurred. In the meantime the price of flour 
has fallen and the consignee refuses 
to accept the invoice. The loss falls 
upon us m all cases. The bills 
of lading are so worded as to furnish all 
manner of loopholes for the steamship com- 
panies. We desire to confine them to reason- 
able terms. The great obstacie lies in the 
fact that these corporations are owned and 
controlled by Englishmen who are beyond 
our reach.“ 

At Buffalo the Export Committee appointed 
Tuesday will meet and confer with repre- 
sentatives from the various steamship com- 
panies and also with delegates from the Corn 
Exchanges of London and Liverpool. It is 
expected that an agreement can be made 
which will be ratified by the convention. 

Mr. Seybt ridicules the idea that the mill- 
ers are contemplating forming a trust. I 
am candid enough to say,“ said he, that we 
would form oneif we could, but we cannot.

MUST ACCEPT STATE JUSTICE. 


The Iowa Brewery Cases Cannot Be Taken 
to the Federal Courts. 

Sroux Crrr, Ia., May 16.— [Special.] Judge 
Shiras of the United States District Court 
upon opening his term of court today an- 
nounced an important decision in the Sioux 
City brewery case. The question was on the 
transfer of cases from the State to the Fed- 
eral Court. The cases were brought under 
the State law to abate the breweries as 
nuisances. In remanding the cases Judge 
Shiras sald, I have always held that a Fed- 
eral Court should not take original jurisdic- 
tion of any of these cases arising under the 
prohibitory laws, for the reason that they 
are quasi-criminal in their relation to the po- 
hee power of the State; that should the 
the Federal Court take original juris- 
diction of these cases it would be com- 
pelled to enforce the police regulations of 
the State. These cases should be tried in 
the State Court and when a decision is 
reached in the Supreme Court of the State 
the Federal question, if any, stripped of all 
other questions, may be taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to determine 
solely the Federal question. This leaves to the 
State courts and the judicial machinery of 
the State the enforcement of its prohibitory 
and police regulations. All this class of 
cases, whether a Federal question is involved 
or not, must make their journey to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States by way of 
the Supreme Court of the State, so that 
when the decision of the Supreme Court is 
given the enforcement will still be left witn 
the courts of the State.

WasuinerTon, D. C., May 16.—The Brazilian 
Legation in this city has received informa- 
tion from Roderigo Silva, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, that the Brazilian Parliament has ap- 
proved the Government bill completely abol- 
ishing slavery, and that it was sanctioned by 
the Regent the 138th inst. The Minister 
states also that this action met with extraor- 
dinary manifestations of rejoicing. 

The department has received a similar tel- 
egram from Senator da Silva, which was im- 
mediately sent to the President. This after- 
noon the following reply was sent to Minister 
Silva: The President directs me to convey 
to your Government his congratulations upon 
the abolition of slavery in Brazil, and to ex- 
press his personal hope and éxpectation that 
the freedom thus extended will result in the 
increased happiness and prosperity of your 
country.“

Hale Johnson took sim- 
ilar grounds, pointing out the decreased as- 
sessment valuation in property, and before he 
had finished speaking a member of the com- 
mittee had written a substitute charging the 
burden of taxation on the liquor traffic, and 
it was adopted. The platform has eleven 
planks. Besides demanding the entire abo- 
liuon of the liquor traffic, State and inter- 
State, it denies the expediency of licen 
high or low; declares that illiteracy, habitu 
drunkenness, or conviction for bribery should 
work disfranchisement; opposes the sex dis- 
tincuon in the suffruge; favors a tariff for a 
revenue levied as to bear lightly on the nec- 
essaries of life; denounces Sabbath-break- 
ing; and favors the arbitration of labor dif-

Beurevers in Chicago real estate are apt 
to qualify their estimate of its future as com- 
pared with realty in other cities with the 
remark that we have’ not now and probably 
never will have matural gas. That is all 
they have against Chicago property. They 
point to Pittsburg, Toledo, Indianapolis, etc., 
as possessing advantages over Chicago in that 
respect. Some of our capitalists have made 
investments in the natural-gas cities in pref- 
erence to further purchases in their own 
city. But there has been a marked reaction 
from this feeling of late. The earth isa big 
reservoir to draw from, but there is a limit 
somewhere to the available supply of natural 
gas, and no man can tell when that 
limit will be reached. When the supply 
gives out consumers will find themselves 
with their business adapted to present 
-conditions, but will have to make the changes 
necessary for the consumption of some other 
fuel. They will be no better off than the 
people of other cities. It seems to be demon- 
strated, too, that an artificial gas can be 
manufactured as cheaply as natural gas can 
be procured, and is just as useful. Chicago 
need have no fear as to its supply of fuel. 


facture of fuel gas by the Westinghouse 
process, and the Standard Oil Company is 
‘laying pipes which are to convey petroleum 
to this city. Fully as great reliance is to be 
placed on these sources of fuel as on natural- 
gas wells. The New York Chronicle, by the 
way, has compiled some interesting figures 
showing the dangers incident to the use of 
natural gas. The insurance loss by natural- 
gas fires in the State of Pennsylvania in the 
last three years is $700,439. In 1885 natural 
gas was the tenth in rank among the known 
fire causes; in 1886 it rose to the third place; 
and in 1887 it was fifth. It is evident that 
much is to be learned yet in regard to the ap- 
| plication of this explosive in manufacturing 
and the heating of buildings. Every few 
days the newspapers chronicle serious acci- 
dents arising from the use of natural gas.

} bly. The Chairwoman of the National

WILL THE NEW YORK “TRIBUNE” BE 
INFORMED? 

Some days ago Tue TRIBUNE called the at- 
tention of its New York namesake to what 
was regarded as a somewhat singular blun- 
der on the part of its Illinois correspondent 
in reference to the proceedings of the Re- 
publican Convention of this State. The cor- 
respondent in question, in his report for the 
New York paper appears to have omitted 
all reference to the flank of the Iili- 
nois Republican platform in which 
Judge Gresham is indorsed, and, while 
not even remotely alluding to this 
the most important and significant portion of 
the platform, the correspondent telegraphed 
the day after the convention, when he had 
plenty of time to furnish a correct and ample 
report, a plank relating to the tariff which 
was never adopted either by the convention 
as a whole or by the convention’s platform 
committee. This bogus plank, which was 
concocted by the editor of a “ pauper-labor ”’ 
crank organ, was rejected by the unanimous 
decision of the platform committee, consist- 
ing of twenty members representing every 
district of the State and chosen by the dis- 
trict delegations. The New York Tribune, 
however, printed it as the utterance 
of the IIlinois Republicans and the 
only utterance! of importance. In- 
stead of thanking this journal for pointing 
out the blunder of its correspondent and then 
correcting his mistakes or misstatements, it 
tries to defend its own course and becomes 
supercilious and unmannerly toward the 
senior Trisung.

THE WAR PANIC IN ENGLAND. 

It is contrary to the rigid traditions of 
Great Britain to take the country into the 
eonfidence of the Government. Lord Palmer- 
ston established what may be called the 
etiquet of national flattery in support of this 
code. He was always telling the British 
that they were the best, the greatest, and 
the happiest people on the globe, and he 
wouid never tell them anything about their 
own business. He practiced the policy of 
secrecy and adulation during his entire pub- 
lic career. He dazzlea the country with it 
even more than Disraeli in later years. He 
contradicted himself, repudiated without 
scruple his avowed principles, stultified the 
Ministry, and bamboozled the taxpayers 
without the least hesitation or a qualm of re- 
morse. He was the most popular Minister 
England ever had. He adopted the catchy 
word “un-English” as cloak to cover any 
degree of political turpitude against the at- 
tempts of critics to uncoverit. It was un- 
English to ask questions the Government 
did not choose to answer. It was un-English 
to criticise when the Government was unable 
or unwilling to rend the critic. 

Lord Salisbury has fallen back upon the 
resource of Lord Palmerston. The ineffi- 
ciency of the British army and navy has 
been long. notorious. This is due in some 
measure to the peace inclinations of the Lib- 
erals, who do not, on principle, uphold the 
maintenance of the war institution for pur- 
poses of foreign aggression. It is due in still 
greater measure to the stupid and fraudulent 
economy of the Tories, who have held their 
seats more securely by an appearance of cut- 
ting down expenses. The desperate situa- 
tion of the Irish landlords and the impossi- 
bility of enforcing the Coercion act without 
using nearly 40,000 men in addition to the 
15,000 armed constabulary in Ireland have 
compelled the Ministers to spend so much for 
the peace of that country—a peace at any 
price being indispensable for their continu- 
ance in office—that they have been prevent- 
ed from including in previous estimates an 
adequate appropriation for the improvement 
of the army and navy. The result was pict- 
ured recently by the two highest military au- 
thorities in the Empire. 

Lord Wolseley, at a dinner given to Sir 
John Pender April 23, said that we have ar- 
rived atan epoch in our history when it be- 
hooves public men to speak the truth, and not 
only the truth, but the whole truth, and he 
declared that, although “ John Bull paid con- 
siderable sums for experts to advise him 
about his army and navy,“ the opinions 
ot those experts are never pubjished, and 
John Bull, who pays for them, is never made 
acquainted with what those opinions are.“ 
He wondered how much the speeches of the 
Secretary of State and of the First Lord of 
the Admirality were affected ‘by party ex- 
igencies of the moment and how much they 
represented their real opinions.“ In covert 
and guarded language he managed to give 
the impression that both army and navy 
were in a condition that would lead to 
disaster.“ The Duke of Cambridge, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, cousin to the Queen, and 
permanent official of the Government,” as 
he described himseif, asserted the same 
week before a select committee of the House 
that he did not know where “we could get 
officers to command our troops in an emer- 
gency ’’; that he was dissatisfied with the 
fortifications, armament, and equipments; 
that the number of rifles was insufficient ; 
and that “‘ we are badly off.” 

Friday night last Lord Salisbury publicly 
censured Lord Wolseley for his utterances; 
and it was intimated that he who has come 
to be called “the only General” would re- 
sign in consequence. The storm was some- 
what augmented in the House of Lords Mon- 
day evening when the soldier made an ap- 
parently candid disavowal of any intention 
to reflect upon the Government, but reiter- 
ated his assertion that both army and navy 
are in a bad condition. In rejoinder, Lord 
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Lords that a hostile army of 100,000, if land- 


ed and properly handled, could march upon 


London itself, thus giving new and substan- 
tial color to the hypothetical Battle of 
Dorking.” Meanwhile public apprehension 
has reached the pitch of mass-meetings to 
demand the immediate strengthening of both 
arms of the service and the adaptation of 
the coast fortifications to the recent improve- 
ments in naval warfare. 

A rather credible hint is given out that all 
this is only to make Parliament ready to vote 
large sums for the Ministers to expend with- 
out incurring dangerous hostility by the Op- 
position. The Ministry 1s not so rock-rooted 
in office as to withstand well organized and 
plausibie criticism. After guaranteeing the 
splendid state of the navy, it is now asking 
for more than $4,000,000 for vessels and $13,- 
000,000 for fortifications. The resignation of 
Sir Charies Beresford from the Cabinet was 
due to his want of confidence in the be- 
havior of either army or navy in ease of war 
and nis inability to make his colleagues 


share his conviction that both required over- 


hauling. Investigation, which was hushed 
before it proceeded too far, showed also that 
corruption had permeated the departments; 
that new guns exploded on their first trial; 

that new rifles were worthiess after being 
purchased in tens of thousands; that the am- 
munition was of mferior grade; that metal 
plates which should stand a certain pressure 
snapped under less than half the test; that 
drunkenness prevailed among Officers and 
men, and that the recruits to the number of 
11,000, which is precisely the aggregate in 

crease the Duke of Cambridge asks, are un- 
fit for duty owing to their physical inferiori- 
ty and their immoral habits. 

All these things, whetber partly “ ar- 
ranged or wholly accidental, have combined 
to create a genuine war panic. The result 
will doubtless be that the Ministers will get 
all the money they want, and then that they 
will not engage in any war, Salisbury does 
not take the country inte his confidence any 
more than Paimerston did. He does not 
trouble himself to befud@le it with flattery, 
nor, uke Lord Beaconsfield, does he try to 
keep up theatrical pomp to conceal the true 
state of affairs. Heis both blunt and reti- 
cent; and he manages to have his own way. 


MISLEADING CROP STATISTICS. 

Some of the commercial wiseacres thought 
they saw occasion for a laugh last week in 
a wide discrepancy between two reports of 
the acreage now growing winter wheat in 
Kansas. According to the National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture it is about 776,500 acres, 
while according to the Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture it is about 1,210,500 
acres, after allowing for 8 per cent reported 
to have been plowed up. These areas are 
nearly in the proportion of five to eight. Cer- 
tain figures since given from the Washington 
office ought to leave no doubt as to which ef 
the two wasin the right. The quantity of 
wheat eaten up by chinch-bugs last year in the 
States of Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa 
is reported to have been 19,723,860 bushels, of 
corn 6,176,210 bushels, and of oats 8,643,840 
bushels. Here is a precision that leaves no 
room for cavil or question. The only point 
lacking to a definit understanding of the 
exact loss is the information as to whether 
the number of bushels named was the actual 
measure at the time it was consumed, or 
what the grain thus prematurely eaten up 
would have been if allowed to fully ripen. A 
common man will be apt to think that the 
one item of news is just as much within 
the reach of the statistician as is the 
other. But he may also be pardoned 
if unable to see how it is possible 
to arrive at the pubiished result so closely as 
above statea, aud if he then doubt the wis- 
dom of assuming te tell within ten bushels 
how much grain was destroyed in three great 
States by one kind of insect life to the ex- 
clusion of all the rest. 

It is well known by the mathematician that 
the greatest difficulty attending the effort to 
instruct the non-mathematical mind is with 
regard to the degree of precision justified in 
a statement of results arrived at. For in- 
tricate processes the ability to comprehend 
this may be said to be rather intuitive than 
acquired. But for a simple thing, like bunch- 
ing and averaging a mass of crop estimates 
by individuals, it does not require a high 
order of calculative knowledge to perceive 
that the result is loaded necessarily with a 
large percentage of probable error, and that 
the attempt to state such results with a 
greater precision than is warranted by the 
facts is not only unwise but misleading. 
There is, however, a still more serious sug- 
gestion—namely: that ‘the man who has not 
something like an adequate conception of the 
value of figures, and does not know to about 
what extent they can be trusted to mean 
what they say, is incompetent to handle 
them. If he is not aware, for instance, that 
“75 per cent” means any percentage be- 
tween 74½ and 7534, and therefore cannot be 
trusted to give a result true to more than 
three places of figures at the outside, he 
ought to receive a course of instruction be- 
fore he is allowed to draw money from tne 
Treasury as pay for dabbling in matters he 
does not comprehend, It is as an index to 
the want of a proper basis for work that the 
statement noted above deserves special con- 
sideration. Asa matter of alleged statistical 
information it is not worth the price of the 
paper upon which it is written or printed for 
dissemination among the people of the United 
States. 


THE INDIFFERENCE OF PROHIBITIONISTS. 

One of the most remarkable features of the 
political worid, which is just now so much 
stirred up over the practical questions per- 
taining to the general welfare, is the abso- 
lute indifference manifested by the Prohi- 
bitionists towards any of the issues which 
are dividing the great parties. Upon the 
great bread and butter question of high tanff 
or low tariff, free list or no free list, which 
involves the cost of living and the wages of 


labor and the general good of the whole peo- 


ple or otherwise, they are equally impartial 
and indifferent. They may be voted up or 
voted down, it matters nothing to the Pro- 
hibitionists. Equally unimportant is it to 
them what may be the results sf the voting. 

Upon the tariff question they have no 
opinions to express. They igyore free-whisky 
Kelley or free-trade George, and so long as 
either set of tariff cranks fan furnish them 
votes theyare pleased. The Prohibitionists 
don’t care whether the tariff barriers are so 
high as to keep out ll foreign products, or 
so low as to admit them free. They make 
no Opposition to taxing everything on the 
war-tariff basis or of putting everything on 
the free list. In a word, they are ready 
for high tariff, low tariff, or no tariff at 
all, and wouldn’t toss a copper for 
either. It free-whisky Kelley could guaran- 
tee them votes they would ve high- 
tarifiites to the extent of his votes. If 
George coula guarantee them votes they 
would be free-traders to a similar extent. 
They have no opinions to express as what to 
do with the 100 millions a year of surplus. 
It is a matter of perfect indifference to them 
whether it is allowed to accumulate until 
piled up mountains high and a general con- 
striction of money occurs, or whether it is 
shoveled out of the Treasury and wasted. 


Should it be accumulated until all the money 


t three-fold. 
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The Prohibitionists have no views to ex- 
press on the harbor and river appropriation. 
It would bea matter of complete indiffer- 
ence to them if not a cent were expended on 
the necessary improvements of harbors and 
navigable waters, and on the other hand it 
would not disturb them a moment if the 
entire engineering force of the Govern- 
ment were set to work improving duck 
ponds and goose creeks for commercial nevi- 
gation where no commerce exists and navi- 
gation is impossible except.te fish and web- 
footed birds. 

On the question of civil-service reform 
they could bear it with perfect equanimity 
if public office were actually a public trust or 
offensive partisanship controlled it. They 
would be equally indifferent with the moral 
politics of George William Curtis or the im- 
moral politics of Dave Hill and Tammany, 
with an honest ballot-box or with the fine 
work of Joe Mackin and Sim Coy. 

The question of equal and honest suffrage 
in the South has no charm for the Prohibi- 
tionists. They are willing that colored Re- 
publicans shall vote provided it be for pro- 
hibition, but they would lose no sleep if they 
were disfranchised when wanting to vote the 
Republican ticket. 

They take no position on the pension ques- 
tion. Itisa matter of no sort of conse- 
quence to them whether every ex- soldier and 
all his family to the fortieth cousins are pen- 
sioned, or whether no pensions are paid at 
all; whether the pension lists are all wiped 
outor pension appropriations go on until 
every farm and house in the country is 
mortgaged to pay them. 

Upon all these practical questions which 
bear upon the general welfare of the coun- 
try the Prohibitionists take no stand and 
make no sign. They have no opinion to ex- 
press upon them and they have no prefer- 
ences. It is a matter of supreme indifference 
to them how these questions are decided, 
and they would accept either decision with 
equal indifference, provided it could be 
shown it would help the enactment of prohi- 
bition laws. 

They are literally men of one idea. Their 
platform has but one plank—namely: to put 
political prohibition into the National and 
State Constitutions. Even upon the temper- 
ance question they have but one idea. They 
will not take high license, or low license, or 
local optaon. It must either be no liquor or 
free liquor throughout the Nation. They are 
Prohibitionists first, last, and all the time. 
All other questions, subjects, and affairs of 
life have for them no interest and are con- 
sidered puerile and inconsequential. 


THE REMEDY FOR OVERFLOWS. 

The Mississippi River is again on the ram- 
page. Its great volume of water, swollen by 
the immense floods pouring down from its 
headwater tributaries in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, is overflowing its banks and break- 
ing through its levees, carrying widespread 
destruction in its course. That long, nar- 
row valley, known as the Sny bottoms, 
lying between the river and tne bluffs, a 
strip fifty miles by five of the richest land in 
the world except, perhaps, the Valley of the 
Nile, is now a lake, its crops destroyed, its 
hopeless and homeless people flying to the 
highlands, a million dollars’ worth of. crops 
upon which they depended for their coming 
year’s sustenance ruined. 

Evenif there were no other destruction 
than this it would emphasize the importance 
and great value of the timely proposition 
made by Maj. Powell of the Geological Sur- 
vey that the Government should dam up the 
cafions of the Rocky Mountains, in which are 
the fountain-heads and tributaries of the 
Missouri and the Yellowstone, and also dam 
back the upper tributaries of the Mississippi 
in Minnesota and Western Wisconsin, and 
thus form great reservoirs of water which 
may be utilized to irrigate the arid lands and 
reclaim at least 100,000 square miles of them, 
thus adding an immense area to the re- 
sources of the Nation. The experimentis not 
anewone. It has been tried many times 
with great success. There is no question of 
its practicability or of the great value of its 
results. Itis dependent simply upon the ex- 
penditure of money, of which the Govern- 
ment hasenough and to spare. Along the 
course of the Missouri and Yellowstone, both 
of which come out of the Rocky Mountains 
and adjacent highlands, flowing through 
1,600 miles of arid territory—Bismarck being 
the limit of crop-growing without irrigation 
—the beneficent effect of these water store- 
houses would be felt and millions of acres of 
desert would be reclaimed and eventually 
made far more productive than the same area 
in the Middle States dependent upon uncer- 
tain rainfalls. 

The effect of these reservoirs would be 
In the first place they would im- 
prove the navigation of the rivers, as has 
been shown by the experimental storage of 
water in the Upper Mississippi to let 
logs come down to Minneapolis, which has 
increased navigation below St. Paulin the 
summer season and added materially even 
as far down as Rock Island or the shoals 
below St. Louis. In the second place 
they would check the water back enough 
to save the lower river bottoms from over- 
flow and thus render the lowiands more 
valuable. In the third place they would 
store up and let out water for irrigation, re- 
claiming millions of acres and making lands 
which are now nearly worthless twice as pro- 
ductive as lands in the middie Western 
States, where there is sometimes too much 
and sometimes too little rain. Itis needless 
to dwell upon the shrinkage of crops in IIIi- 
nois, lowa, Kansas, and other States occa- 
sioned by climatic reasons. Where there are 
reservoirs, however, and opportunities for 
irrigation climatic causes have little effect. 
The irrigation farmer does not have to fear 
storm or drouth. Under such circumstances 
crops grow to their full maturity and a given 
area will produce two or three times as much 
and reliably every season. Thus, while the 
system would prevent the lower rivers from 
overflowing and save the lowlanas, it would 
add tens of millions of acresof arable land 
to the great Western domain—an area twice 
as large as that of Lilinois—while its product- 
ive capacity would be much greater. 

The only question to be considered is that 
of money. Ali that the Government would 
have to do would be to construct the dams 
and storage for effect upon navigation and to 
prevent the overflow of the lower rivers, and 
private capital would arrange speedily for the 
drawing out and tapping of these reservoirs 
for purposes of irrigation of arid lana. Maj. 
Powell only asks that Congress should set aside 
at present $250,000 for this purpose. This is a 
comparatively trifling sum, considering the 
importance of the results it would secure. 
Had Congress directed that 5 per cent of the 
money appropriated in the River and Harbor 
bill should be diverted to this experiment 
on the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers the 
million of dollars would have done 
infinitly more good than the bulk of the 
twenty millions will do in the improvement 
of so-called “commercial navigation.” 
improvement of the navigauon of these 
mighty streams, the saving of the lowlands 
from destructive overflow every year or two, 
and the reclaiming of miilions of acres of 
desert land are all depending upon the small 
sum necessary for this experiment, which

BAPTISTS AND THE “COLOR LINE.” 


The Washington Convention Is Threatened 
With a Serious Split. 
' Wasurneton, D. C., May 16.—(Special. |— 
The Baptist conventions going on in this vity 
are threatened with a split over the color line. 
The Rev. Walter H. Brooks, the leading col- 
ored pastor of Washington, has written an 
open letter in which, after reciting the snubs 
alleged to have been given his people, he says: 
Having consented to have the Northern 
Anniversaries’ held in their city, our white 
brethren should have held, for once, at least, 
their burning prejudice in abeyance, and in- 
vited their coléred brethren to unite with 
them in welcoming the visitors and delegates 
to this national council of Baptist workers, 
white and colored, from all the sections 
of our common country. In failing to do 
so they have served a notice on the colored 
Baptists in Washington that their presence 
in white audiences is not desired and asso- 
ciation with them in Christian work is not to 
be expected. This spirit, I rejoice to state, 
is not shared by the several societies. Nev- 
ertheless, let them remember if, in seeking to 
conciliate the South, they persist in carrying 
their anniversary meetings into tne terri- 
tory of that wingof the Baptist brother- 
hood who conscientiously do not believe in 
the equality of the negro as a man nor in 
anything that looks like ‘social recognition,’ 
they will make the breach between them- 
selves and their brethren of darker skin 
greater than ever. To my mind the signs of 
the time point to separation. The colored 
Baptists ave already their thousands 
of distinct church organizations, their 
district associations, and State conventions 
representing a membership of 1,200,000, and a 
general missionary society with mission sta- 
tions and mission workers on the continent 
of Africa. With our rise in wealth and in- 
telligence a society for domestic missions and 
for publication and Sunday-school work will 
certainly come, and those who have driven, 
or helped to drive, oreven consent to the 
driving of the Wedge of race prejudice will 
share the glory or the shame of adding to 
the already too numerous religious demoni- 
nations in America another distinct and sep- 
arate wing. Need I say in the light of these 
and similar facts it is needless for the Mis- 
sion Union to send a delegation to the 
Baptist Foreign Missionary convention of 
the United States, which meets at Nashville, 
Tenn., in September next, as the brother 
in black will not consent to give up his so- 
ciety to jom the Union at such a time as this! 
He cannot meet with his Northern friends on 
Southern soil without giving offense to his 
ex-master or being hin wronged and in- 
sulted. Let the societies insist on the recog- 
nition of the doctrine of the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man, and they 
will be in the line of tneir duty ana be will- 
ing to await the time of a real reconciliation 
of the Northern and Southern brethren on 


this doctrine.”

Des Mores, Ia., May 16.—(Special.}—The 
thirty-sixth annual session of the Iowa State 
Society began here today.

It 
is pretty safe to say that the sugar trust will 
not be coddled by the Allison committee as 
it has been by the majority on the Ways and 
Means Committee. The Republican Senators 
whom Senator Morrill named will also act as 
a sort of advisory body to consult with Re- 
publican members of the House. Their first 
dut was done today when they 
adv against accepting an offer 
made by Chairman ills. The Demo- 
crats in the House are afraid to 
submit their partisan measure to the usual 
course of legislation. They can’t defend its 
sectional and partisan features, and they 
dare not let the House make a tariff bill of 
its own. To wade out of deep water Mills 
made a proposition to the Republican mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee to 
take action as soon as the general debate 
closes. His plan was first to vote as a whole 
on any substitute the Republicans might of- 
fer, and then, if this were defeated, to vote 
directly on the Mills bill. If this plan were 
adopted it would practically take the whole 
matter of tariff legislation. away from the 
House. Members who favor tariff reform, 
but believe the Mills bill ought to be amend- 
ed, 1 8825 be left no choice other than to sup- 
vort it. 


If the bill passed by the Senate today goes 
through the House IIlinois will get from tne 
National Government more than $50,000 year- 
ly to support its Soldiers’ Home at Quincy. 
The bill enacts that all States which have 
State homes for disabled soldiers and sailors 
shall be paid for every inmate regularly ad- 
mitted and cared for in such home at the 
rate of $100 per year. Col. Rowland, Super- 
intendent of the Quincy Home, in a letter to 
Ser ator Manderson places the present en- 
rollment at 598, of whom 525 are now in the 
Home. It is not likely that the number will 
go much below this at any time in the near 
future, and a contribution of $100 a year from 
the General Government for each inmate will 
materially lessen the cost to IIlinois. 


The echoes of the fight between Ingalls 
and Voorhees will be waked again tomorrow 
night, but the scene will not be in the Senate 
chamber.

Vessel-Agents’ Monopoly of Cargo Insur- 
ance—The Owego Towed to Detroit with 

Broken Machinery—A Shipyard Strike. 
The war between the Chicago Board of Marine 

Underwriters and John Cameron, the Chicago 

manager of the Northwestern National of Mil- 

waukee, resulted yesterday in a big slice being 

taken off the board rates on grain insurance. 

This flank movement was made at a short but 

decisive meeting of the board at which the fol- 

lowing schedule was adopted on trip rates, net, 
per 8100: To ports on Lake Michigan, W cents; 
on Lake Superior, 40 cents; on Lake Huron, Sar- 
nia, and on Detroit River, % cents; on Georgian 

Bay and Lake Erie, 30 cents; on Lake Ontario, 

45 cents; Ogdensburg, 30 cents; Montreal, 60 

cents. This cuts the former schedule by a 

quarter. As Cameron is taking nothing but high- 

class steamers to Buffalo the board were fight- 
ing him at a disadvantage in being compelled to 
scale down its whole list, but it had to be done. 

The feeling against Cameron at the meeting ran 

high. It was charged that his was a fair-weather 

company; that it took risks only while the sun's 
rays were warm, and that it withdrew at the first 
cold wind in the fall, throwing the burden during 


the fall months upon the other companies, It

At 
any rate they were undoubtedly bound for 
some other place and were carried out of 
their way by some sudden change in the at- 
mospheric program. 

That same night and the next day a multi- 
tude of small birds unlike anything ever seen 
here before made their appearance. They 
settied down on Michigan avenue and many 
of them dashed themseives to death against 
the electric lights. 
birds, a trifle smaller than the English spar- 
row, and bright plumage—vellow, red, 
green, and darker shades. They were ex- 
hausted asif from a long flight, and quite 
a number were caucht by pedestrians. 
Thongh nobody seems to be able to give any 
definit information, they were similar to 
what the small boys call “summer birds,“ 
which appear with the first real summer 
weather.

ation. It’s high time to stop 
putting women to bed for twenty days or 
more when there is absolutely nothing the 
matter with them; having a doctor, who in 
the end feels much more tired than his 
patient, call every day, and when at last he 
can’t stand it any more suggest, out of sheer 
despair, a trip to Europe on the Servia or 
Etruria and there spend the summer. It's a 
beautiful prescription, Pll admit.

She would feel intense 
pains in her head, accompanied by peculiar 
vertigo. Little by little this grew worse; 
her memory, which had always been good, 
failed; common occurrences of the day she 
would instantly forget, laughing herself at 
her inability to keep things straight. She 
appeared as though she had been removed 
into a new world altogether. Her digestion 
was excellent. Gradually au irresistible 
drowsiness came on; she slept steadily for 
eighteen and twenty hours at a stretch. This 
kept on increasing. Tuesday morning, April 
17, she awoke, got up, walked about a little, 
but went back to bed. She fell asleep again 
and at 5 p. m. that day she was dead. The 
only evidence that death had come was 
simply the cessation of breathing. It was 
an unexplained case.

A BRAVE SOLDIER'S FALL. 


Sad Ending of the Noble Life of One Who 
Fought in Two Great Wars. 

San Francisco Alta: One of the first to an- 
swer the bugie call To arms” in behalf of 
the Southern cause in 1861 was a young and 
impetuous Frenchman, who had but recently 
landed in New Orieans. Hot-blooded and 
enthusiastic, with a Frenchman’s love of 
military glory, he entered the army as a pri- 
vate and fought through the malaria-breed- 
ing swamps and marshes with a bravery that 
soon won him distinction. When the South- 
ern army laid down their arms at the close 
of the war D. Zante wore the golden epau- 
jets of a Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Like many who struggled for the Lost 
Cause,” Zante made his way to California, 
and with the fragments of his paternal fort- 
une established himself in the lamp manu- 
facturing and importing business. Fortune 
smiled on him and he became weaithy. 

When the Franco-Prussian war broke out 
and the fate of his la beile France seemed 
uncertain, he abandoned his business and 
hastened to Paris. Here again he 
buckled on his armor and faced the 
Teuton foe. Through the weary days 
of uncertain fortune he kept up a brave 
heart, and his feariess face gave vourage 
to his disheartened comrades m arms. Tne 
fall of Sedan, the surrender of Paris, seryed 
but to make him more resolute for his coun- 
try’s cause. It was no use, however, for the 
decree had been made, and, broken down in 
health and spirit, Zante returned to San 
Francisco. His abil and energy weak- 
ened, through the privationsof his many 
campaigns, he could no longer wrestle against 
the keen competition of his business rivals, 
and his accumulation of wealth was rapidly 
dissipated. | 

For the last few years he has been occupy- 
ing a small store on Jessie street, near Third, 
and has existed by doing small repairs on the 
lamps of the neighborhood. His intellect has 
been gradually decaying, and for the last 
two years he has daily, at sun-up, answered 
an imaginary reveille. Neatly dressed and 
cieanly-shaven, with a broomstick for a gun, 
he would gothrough the manual of arms, sa- 
luting 1 officers and keeping step to 
the beat of an imuginary drum. At other 
times he would imagine himself an officer, and 
with a cane fora sword would issue com- 
mands to his ghostly legions. These little, 
harmiess amusements will not, however, pay 
rentnor satisfy landlords. Yesterday the old 
soldier, who had bared his bosom to a deadly 
foe in many a hard-fought battle, was thrown 
out of his littie shop, with all his goods and 
chattels, by an unsentimental bailiff. The 
poor old veteran hardly realized his position, 
ana, like Napoleon gazing upon the burning 
ruins of Moscow, Zante stood with folded 
arms and head uncovered gazing upon. the 
ruins of his life's work. A police officer 
with a sympathetic heart gently led the hero 
of many fights away to the Southern Police 
Station. o doubt the remainder of this 
nobie life will be spentin one of the State 
asylums for the insane. The old fights will 
be refought till the Great General shall 
sound ** Lights out,“ and Zante will go to his 
rest. 


The Story of a Lady's Reticule.

Paris, May 16.—Gen. Boulanger has com- 
pleted his tour and has returned to Paris. A 
crowd met him at the depot and followed 
him to his hotel, uttering mingled cries of 
„Vive Boulanger” and A bas Boulanger.“ 
The General delivered a speech at Hirson. 
He said the sole thought that was always 
before him was to make the French nation a 
united family, and he hoped to attain his 
object. The fraternal presence at the 
gatherings he had attended recently of rep- 
resentatives of all social elements proved 
that they were unanimous in desiring the 
greatness of the country and the triumph of 
the R public.

Lonpon, May 16.—It is reported that the 
Russian and Montenegrin Governments have 
concluded a treaty according to the terms of 
which Montenegro, in the event of a Russo- 
Austrian war. will send 30,000 troops to Her- 
zegovina to harass Austria, and Russia, if 
victorious, will give Cattaro to Montenegro. 
An Austrian officer and his family have 
been arrested in Russian Poland. He is sus- 
pected of being the author of a map detailing 
the present position of every corps and bat- 
talon on the whole Russian frontier line.

TOWNSHEND ON THE TARIFF. 


No Question of Free Trade or Protection 
Before the People—Sherman and Allison. 
Wasuineton, D. C. May 14.—Mr. Town- 

shend of Illinois (speaking on the tariff): 

Mr. Chairman, the issue presented by this 

(Mills) bill has been often misstated in this 

debate. It is not that of protection or free 

trade. Noone insists upon such a statement 
of the issue except some desperate Western 

Republican Representative who is forced by 

the party lash to betray his constituency in 

opposing a measure which will bring relief 
to his own people from the curse of unjust 
and oppressive taxation. This he does with 

a hope that he may find an excuse which will 

shieid him from the wrath of those who sent 

him here. it is well known that there are 
no advocates of free trade at this time in 

Congress; even those who in theory 

believe free trade preferable to pro- 

tection concede that the amount 
of the public debt and pensions 
render free trade at present impracticabie. 

But the false arguments of such unfaithful 

Representatives will fail to deceive the coun- 

try or their outraged constituents. A lead- 

ing Republican newspaper of the Northwest, 

Tus Cnicado TRIBUNE, tersely states the 1s- 

sue, and gives timely warning to Western 

Congressmen that by such arguments they 

deceive none but themselves, as will be seen 

by the following extract from a leading edi- 
torial of that paper: 
The real controversy is between those of all 
arties who want high taxes for the sake of plun- 
er, and those of every party who will resist fur- 


ther plucking, and every Republican Congress- 
man from the West should understand that this 


presents a local issue which is not to be indefi- 
* nitly postponed or obscured in a partisan fog, but 


which must be met now and in accordance with 
the interests of his constituents. 

I especially commend this clear statement 
of the issue by this great Republican organ 
to Republican members from the Northwest, 
and advise them to revise their speeches be- 
fore distributing them where THz TRIBUNE 
cireulates by striking out the phrases that 
this bill presents the issue of free trade 
against protection, and the charge that the 
President advocates free trade in his mes- 
sage. I give this friendly advice that their 
constituents may not charge them with 
duplicity as well as subserviency to Eastern 
monopolists. The message of the President 
expressly refutes such a charge when he used 
in his message the following language: 

Our progress towards a wise conclusion will 
not be improved by dwelling upon the theories 
of protection and free trade. This savors too 
much of bandying epithets. Itis a condition 
which confronts us, not a theory. Relief from 
this condition may involve a slight reduction of 
the advantages which we award, our home pro- 
ductions, but the entire withdrawal of such ad- 
vantages should not be contemplated. The ques- 


tion of free trade: is absoluteiy irrelevant; and 


the persistent claim made in certain quarters 
that all efforts to relieve the people from unjust 
and unnecessary taxation are schemes of so- 
called tree-traaers is mischievous and far re- 
moved from any consideration for the public 


good, 

Senator Sherman in 1867, when discussing 
the tariff, rebuked this reckless and cema- 

gical use of the term free trade when 

e sait: . 

In considering so complicated a subject as 
@ tariff, nothing can be more deceptive than the 
application of such general phrases as a pro- 
tective tariff,” a revenue tariff.“ “a free-trade 
tariff.“ Every law imposing a duty on imported 
goods is necessarily a restraint on trade. It im- 
poses a burden upon the purchase and sale of 
imported goods and tends to prevent every im- 
portation. The expression a free-trade tariff ”’ 
involves an absurdity. .. . 

The only issue raised by this bill is wheth- 
er we shall reduce the high taxes created 
during the war, which are wholly unneces- 
sary now, and which produce distress among 
the masses of the people, and, if so, upon 
what subject of taxation the reduction shail 
be made. An examination of the bill w.ll 
show that out of the $217,000,000 of tariff 
taxes collected last year it — proposes a re- 
duction of less than $54,000,000. It it becomes 
a law it wili still leave tariff taxes aggregat- 
ing $163,000,000. It will only reduce the pres- 
ent rate of tariff taxes from 47 to 36 per cent, 
being a reduction of only 11 per cent. 

Now, sir, Sepator Sherman, a Republican 
candidate for President this year, said in 
1867 it was “simply an-absurdity to talk 
about a free-trade tariff, and to talk about a 
protective tariff is unnecessary, because the 
wit of man could not possibly frame a tariff 
that would produce $140,000,000 in goid with- 
out amply protecting our domestic industry.“ 
If he is d authority on such a subject, and 
he is so held by the Republican party, this 
bill still leaves twenty-three millions more on 
the tariff list that, as stated by Senator 
Sherman, will afford ample protection to our 
manufacturing interests. 

Mr. John Sherman, whose versatility of 
omnis has inspired his friend and biogra- 
pher, Judge Lawrence, to commend him on 
sympathetic grounds to the support of every 
variety of American voters as being politic- 
ally a sort of conjurer’s inexhaustible bottle, 
with every variety of sentiment on tap, de- 
clared in 1868 that— . 

Every advance toward a free exchange of com- 
modities is an advance in civilization; every ob- 
stacle to a free exchange is born of the same 
narrow, despotic spirit which planted castles 
upon the Rhine to plunder peaceful commerce; 


every obstruction to commerce is a tax upon 


consumption; every facility toafree exchange 
cheapens commodities, increases trade and pro- 
duction, and promotes civilization. (Report on 
1 Monetary Standard, June 9, 1868, 
p. 180. 

In 1867, when enormous revenues were re- 
quired to meet current expenses and interest 
on the vast public debt, and when no surpius 
restricted the volume of circulating media, 
Mr. Sherman d „ as 1 have already 
stated, that 

The wit of man could not possibly frame a 
tariff that would produce $140.00,000 in gold with- 
out amply protecting our domestic industry. 

Yet now legislation which would frame 
a tariff that wouid produce“ nearly $170,000,- 
000 is stigmatized by Mr. Sherman as being 
„free * 

As lately as 1870 Senator Allison had this 
to say of the Democratic tariff of 1846: 

The tariff of 1846, although confessedly and 
professedly a tariff for revenue, was, so far as re- 
guards all the great interests of the country, as 
perfect a tariff as any that we have ever 

He further said: 

But I may be asked how this reduction shall 
be made. I think it should be made upon all 
leading articles, o arly ail, ond for that pur- 

when I cah get an opportunity in the 
ouse, if no gentleman does fore me, I shall 
move that the pending bill be recommitted to 
the Committee on Ways and Means with instruc- 
tions to report @ reduction upon existing rates 
of duty equivalent to 20 per cent u the exist- 
ing rates, or one-fifth reduction.

THE COST OF MEAT. 


The Senate Will Have an Investigation 
Made—Chicago's Interest. 
Wasurinerton, D. C., May 16.—In the Senate 
today the resolution offered by Mr. Vest last 
Monday providing for a select committee to 
examine the questions touching meats ana 
meat products of the United States was 
taken up and Mr. Vest proceeded to address 
the Senate on the subject. He said that in 
spite of increased consumption abroad among 
the people with whom the American people 
were in the closest commercial intercourse, 
and with the additional fact that during the 
last terrible winter 500,000 head of cattie 
perished in Montana alone, the price of beef 
was steadily declining to the producers, 
while it was increasing to the consumers. 
The purpose of his resolution was to find out 
why this was so. Mr. Cullom suggested the 
insertion in the resolution of the words, 
„On the part of the Trunk Line Association 
or the Central Traffic Association,’’ so as to 
make it read Whether there has existed or 
now exists any combination of any kind, 
either on the part of the Frunk Line Asso- 
ciation or Central Traffic Association,“ etc. 
Mr. Vest accepted the modification and 
proceeded with his statement. The cattie- 
growers of the great West seemed to be 
dazed and dumfounded at the present con- 
dition of things. He believed that it was 
the result of artificial operations, which had 
butchered ail the cattle interests of the 
United States since 1873. He did not believe 
that the Oleomargarine act (ill-advised as it 
was) had anything to do with it. He men- 
tioned the falling off in the cattle business 
of St. Louis and Kansas City, and spoke of 
Chicago as the heart, lungs, Drain, liver, and 
stomach of the cattle trade of the country 
and of the world. This was the result of 
a selfish combination, and now that that 
combination was reducing the price of 
cattle to the producers and increasing it to 
the consumers, it became a matter of great 
importance to the Nationa! Legislature. 
Five firms in the City of Chicago controlled 
the price of meat throughout the United 
States. There was nota Dutcher in Wash- 


ington, New Orleans, Chicago, or San Fran- 
cisco, who did not feel the effect of that com- 
bination. The great railroad lines centering 
in Chicago had entered into a combinawon 
with those five firms. He offered to prove 
that charge, and read a statement (for which 
he deciared himself responsibie) giving de- 
tails of the arrangements Made in 1873 be- 
tween the railroad companies (mentioning 
particularly the New York Central, the Erie, 
and the unsylvania) and the Chicago 
„ eveners.“ Under tue arrangement, he 
said, St. Louis had ceased to be a rival with 
Chicago in the shipment and sale of cattle. 

Mr. Manderson said’ that, representing one 
of the great cattle-producing States of the 
country, he felt great interest in the resolu- 
tion, and was in hearty sympathy with Mr. 
Vest’s desire to have important matter 
thoroughly investigated. N investigation 
should be speedy and should be thorough. 
He read from the letter of a proprietor of a 
large cattle ranchin the northern rt of 
Wyoming giving figures of the Chicago 

rices of native cattie in 1887. The average 

or the year was $4.19 per 100 pounds, and 
the average price of a 1, und steer was 
350.28, the prices of range cattle being still 
less. He aiso read statements showing that 
1,821,407 head of cattle had been killed 
and sold in 1887 by five Chicago firms 
—Armour, Swift, and others; that their 
22 was about $30 per here H and that they 

ad thus divided the e us sum of over 
$54,000,000. He believed that if the natural 
order of things had been itted to obtain 
in the matter there would have been in the 
last two or three years and would bein the 
future a great decrease in the numberof cat- 
tle killed and sold in the market of Chicago. 
The natural places for the business were 
Omaha, Kansas City, Site City, Atchison, 
and other places which he might name which 
were close to the present cattie-vroducing 
portions of the country, and it was some- 
thing wrong and something artiliciai which 
continued to maintain Chicago as the great 
cattle market of the country. He was there- 
fore in hearty sympathy with the resolution 
and would give it his full codperation. 

Mr. Cullom expressed the opinion that the 
resolution should be broadened in its scope 
as he had proposed and as Mr. Vest had 
agreed to. He did not know but that there 
was some reason, not observable to the pub- 
lic, why the price of beef had been running 
down to the producers; and he was, there- 
fore, perfectly willing and anxious for the 
most thorough investigation of the subject 
and the ascertainment of all the facts. It 
had seemed to him, however, that there had 
been an animus manifested (or a feeling, at 
least, on the part of the Senator from Mis- 
sour!) growing out of the fact that Chicago 
had seemed to get away with the cattle 
trade. In that Senator’s judgment there was 
some mysterious, occult reason behind it, 
and for which Chicago was responsible. 
While he (Cullom) had no possible ill-will 
towards St. Louis or Kansas City he would 
say that the success of Chicago, not only 
in a the beef market of the 
country, but in every other business car- 
ried on in the West, was not dependent on 
legisiation or on trusts, but was the result of 
the enterprise, energy, and force of the peo- 
ple of Chicago. While Chicago had been go- 
ing forward St. Louis had been apparentiy 
going to sleep and losing her trade. In his 
judgment one of the causes of the low prices 
to producers and of high prices to consumers 
was the fact that the railroad companies 
charged more than they ought to for the 
transportation of live stock or of dressed 
meat from the West to the East, and that 
was one of the reasons why he desired the 
scope of the resolution enlarged. If that 
should turn out to be the fact, the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission would regulate the 
railroads in that regard and compel a reduc- 
tion of rates of transportation. 

Mr. Plumb advocated the resolution. He 
spoke of St. Louis having abdicated its claims 
to metropolitan functions in trade and being 
content to play second fiddle to Chicago. He 
regarded that a gréat misfortune. The mar- 
kets of St. Louis were today regulated by 


those of Chicago, and it was just as true in 


St. Louis as it wasin Chicago that no com- 
mission man would dare to do anything in 
detriment ofathe combination which con- 
trolied the cattle business.

APPLICATION OF THE LIVE-STOCK 
RATE TO LONG CARS, 


Several Roads Signify Their Intention of 
Making the Same Tariff for Cars of All 
Lengths—The Effect-—The Action of the 
Barlington’s Officers During the Strike 
Upheld — Uniform Classification — New 
Line from Chicago to Kansas City. 


Last Saturday Chairman Faithorn of the 
Western and Northwestern Kailway Freight 
Bureau was advised that it was contemplated 
by the lines west ot the Missouri River to ex- 
tend immediately the application of the rate on 
live stock in thirty- foot cars to cars of great- 
er length, making no distinction in the rate 
on standard cars and those in excess of that 
measurement. Immediately upon receipt of 
that information Mr. Faithorn took up the 
matter with the Union Pacific and Buriing- 
ton & Missouri River Railroads by wire. The 
replies confirmed the information which had 
been furnished.. The Union Pacific, Burling: 
ton & Missouri River, and the Fremont, 
Elkhorn & Missouri River Roads have 
put the arrangement into _ effect. 
The result will be to reduce the 
rates on large cars from  poixts 
in Western Iowa, and the Chicago & North- 
western has given notice that it will be com- 
pelled to take action in that direction. Mr. 
Faithorn in communicating this information 
says itis a matter for deep regret that the 
lines west of the Missouri River should have 
felt it incumbent upon them to depart Irom 
the rules heretofore prevailing regarding 
various sized stock cars, but as the action 
has been taken it follows that a readjustment 
of rates is necessary east of the Missouri 
River. This matter is certain to lead to a 
serious war in live-stock rates, Such a war 
will inflict great damage on the various 
Western roads, as the heavy movement of 
live stock from the West has just commenced. 
By accepting standard-car (30 feet) rates for 
cars of larger dimensions a reduction of from 
10 to 20 per cent is the result. As many of 
the roads have only cars of standard size 
they will only be able to meet the competi- 
tion of the roads having larger sized cars by 
making correspond reductions in the 
rates for s ard cars. It will also 
necessitate a general reduction in live-stock 
rates from all intermediate stations between 
the Missouri River and Chicago. The action 
of the lines west of the Missouri River 1s said 
to have been due to the substitution of im- 
proved stock-cars for common cars and the 
acceptance of equal rates on cattle in both 
kinds of cars by anumber of the roads east 
of the. Misso River. The trouble has
